Artisan Studio—A building or portion of a building designed 
and operated for the creation, display, and sale of art works. 


BOATYARD/BOAT-CLUB—Watertrentfaciittes-_forrecreational 
parcel, with or without structures, used for bulk storage of water 
crafts. 


Cultural Arts Facility: A structure or complex of structures for 
housing the visual and performing arts. 


Inn: A single building containing 50 or fewer sleeping rooms 
and built or converted to accommodate for a fee, travelers who 
are staying for one month or less. An inn may provide dining 
services to its guests and may host special functions, such as 
weddings and conventions. 


Marina: A water dependent facility designed and operated for 
profit, or operated by any club or organized group where 
launching facilities, hull and engine repairs, boat and accessory 
sales, rentals, personal services, fueling facilities, and storage 
or combination of these are provided. All outside boat storage 
areas shall be included in and limited to the maximum permitted 
lot coverage. 


Museum: An institution for the acquisition, preservation, study, 
and exhibition of works of artistic, historical, or scientific value. 


ARTICLE 5: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment 
No. 5 as proposed by the Planning Board to amend article 3.4 
of the Wolfeboro Planning and Zoning Ordinance as following:

ARTICLE 3.4 SIGNS 


3.4.1 Purpose and Intent 
It is the purpose and intent of this article is to provide control of 
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the erection, installation and maintenance of signs for the pur- 
pose of uniformity with aesthetic values as called for in the 
Master Plan and for the convenience, comfort, propriety, eco- 
nomic vitality and general welfare of the Town of Wolfeboro. 


3.4.2 Nonconforming Signs. 

Any legally permitted sign not conforming to the terms of this 
Article as of the effective date of this ordinance shall be allowed 
to continue as a nonconforming use. Nothing herein shall pre- 
vent the substantial restoration or reconstruction, within one 
year, of a sign destroyed in part or whole by fire or other casual- 
ty so long as this use does not result in a new or increased vio- 
lation. 


3.4.3. Removal of Certain Signs. 

Any illegal sign, or sign now or hereafter existing which no 
longer advertises a bona fide business conducted, or product 
sold, shall be removed by the owner, agent or person having 
the beneficial use of the building or property upon which the 
sign may be located. Removal shall take place within fourteen 
(14) days after written notification from the Code Enforcement 
Officer, otherwise the sign shall constitute a public nuisance. 


3.4.4 Definition of Terms. 

SIGN—Means any exterior or exterior oriented device, fixture, 
placard, or structure that uses any color, form, graphic, illumina- 
tion, symbol, or writing to advertise, announce the purpose of, 
or identify the purpose of any person or entity, or to communi- 
cate product or service information to the public. 


ACCESSORY SIGN—Means any sign relating to a business on 
the premises on which the sign is located. 


AWNING—Means any structure made of cloth, plastic, or metal 
with a frame attached to a building or structure, when the same 
is SO erected as to permit its being raised to a position flat or 
rolled against the building when not in use. For the purposes of 
this ordinance, awning area used for sign copy shall be permit- 
ted as a WALL SIGN.

BUSINESS DIRECTIONAL SIGN—Means an off premise sign 
of a permanent nature that directs the traveling public to specif- 
ic business or businesses. 


CANOPY—Means any structure, other than an awning, made 
of cloth, plastic, or metal with frames attached to a building. For 
the purposed of this ordinance, canopy area used for sign copy 
shall be permitted as a WALL SIGN. 


CURB LEVEL—Means the elevation of the street curb. 


CURB LINE—Means the vertical plane of the street side of a 
curb. 


DAILY SPECIALS READER BOARD—Means a sign that is 
flush mounted and provides a fixed location for restaurant 
advertisement of daily food specials. 


FLAG—Means any device that is constructed of fabric and dis- 
played from a pole. 


FLASHING SIGN—Means any sign that moves, flashes, con- 
tains traveling lights, or gives the impression of any movement 
or flashing. 


FREE STANDING OR GROUND SIGN—Means any sign which 
is not part of or attached to any building but is located else- 
where on a lot. 


IDENTIFYING SIGN—Means any sign or plaque giving the 
name and/or address only of the business or occupant of the 
premises on which the said sign or plaque is located. 


INTERNAL SITE DIRECTIONAL SIGN—means a sign or signs 
used to provide basic internal site directional information, such 
as: entrance, exit, and one way. 


NEON SIGN—Means any lit sign using neon tubes or neon like 
tubes for illumination or display. 
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PREMISES—Means a lot, parcel, tract, or plot of land together 
with buildings and structures thereon. 


PROJECTING SIGN—Means any sign which is attached to a 
building or other structure and extends more than twelve (12) 
inches beyond the line of the building or structure or beyond the 
surface of that portion of the building or structure to which it is 
attached. 


ROOF SIGN—Means any sign erected upon, but not extending 
over the roof of any building. 


SETBACK LINE—Means the line that is the required minimum 
distance from any lot line and that establishes the area within 
which a sign, structure or building must be erected or placed. 


SIDEWALK—Means any public or private way or thoroughfare, 
paved or unpaved, intended for the use of pedestrians or foot 
traffic. 


SIZE OF SIGN—Means the area of a sign face. The area of a 
sign face shall be computed by means of the smallest square, 
circle, rectangle, triangle, or combination thereof that will encom- 
pass the extreme limits of the writing, representation, emblem or 
other display, together with any material or color forming an inte- 
gral part of the background of the display or used to differentiate 
the sign from the backdrop or structure against which it is 
placed, but not including any support framework, bracing or dec- 
Orative fence or wall when such fence or wall space otherwise 
meets the Zoning Ordinance requirements. 


The sign area for a sign with more than one face shall be com- 
puted by adding together the area of all sign faces visible from 
any one point. When two identical sign faces are placed back to 
back so that both faces cannot be viewed from any point at the 
same time, and when such sign faces are part of the same sign 
structure and not more than 24 inches apart, the sign area shall 
be computed by the measurement of one of the faces. 


STREET LINE—Means the line dividing a lot from a street right- 
iNT 


of-way. 


TEMPORARY PUBLIC EVENT SIGN—Means any sign relating 
to or advertising a public event. Such sign(s) shall be located 
on the same parcel as the temporary public event. For the pur- 
pose of this ordinance a temporary public event is defined as 
an event sponsored by and run by a not-for-profit or charitable 
organization. The event may or may not require a temporary 
public event permit. suchas-—the-Wolebero Area Children’s

WINDOW LETTERING—Means a message permanent affixed 
to, attached to, or etched into the glass. The message is limited 
to the name and telephone number of the business, nature of 
goods sold or services rendered, and hours of operation. 


3.4.5 Exemptions. 
The following signs are exempt from the sign ordinance: 


A. Residential signs with a message area of one square foot 
or less, which bears only the property number/street 
address and names of the occupants. 

. Legal notice, such as “no trespassing” signs, with a mes- 
sage area of two square feet or less. 

. United States of America or the State of New Hampshire 
flag. 

. Decorative flags, not constituting a sign, up to two (2) per 
building. 

. Window lettering limited to 6 sq. ft. per business. 

F. SITE DIRECTIONAL SIGN, not exceeding 4 sq. ft and 

the business name or logo limited to no more than 25 per- 
cent of the directional sign.

3.4.6 General Provisions/Application Process. 
Application for a permit to erect a sign shall be made in writing 
to the Code Enforcement Officer, Town of Wolfeboro and such 
application shall contain the following information: 

A. Name, address and telephone number of applicant;

Proposed location and position of sign or structure; 


. Plans or drawings with dimensions and specifications; 
. Written consent of owner of the building or land, and 


Such other information as the Code Enforcement Officer 
may require. 


3.4.7 Inspection. 

The owner of any sign shall inspect annually each sign belonging 
to him/her, and it shall be the duty of said owner to keep his/her 
sign(s) in good repair and in good appearance at all times. 


3.4.8 Placement of Signs. 


A. 


All signs, except for business directional signs, shall be 
prohibited within the public right-of-way except as pro- 
vided below. 

All business directional signs shall be designed and 
installed in compliance with the Off Premise Directional 
Sign Standards (to be promulgated within 90 days of the 
passage of this ordinance). The location of all business 
directional signs shall be approved by the Director of 
Public Works and the Town Planner. 


. No sign shall be so designed or so placed as to endan- 


ger, obscure or confuse or otherwise create a hazardous 
condition to motor vehicles, or pedestrians. 


. No sign shall project above the roof line of the building 


to which it is affixed. 


3.4.9. Illumination of Signs. 


A. 


C. 


Signs may be illuminated only by exterior light sources. 
The light sources shall be so placed that they will not 
constitute a hazard to street or highway driving by glare 
or create a negative impact on abutting properties. 


. No flashing or animated signs, or signs with visible mov- 


ing parts or intermittent lighting to create the visual effect 
of movement shall be permitted. 
No neon signs shall be permitted. 


3.4.10 Permitted Messages. 
A. Signs shall refer only to a use or activity conducted 
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onthe premises upon which the signs are situated. 

B. Farms, as defined RSA 21:34-a, shall be permitted not 
more than four (4) signs, each sign not exceeding six (6) 
square feet in area on each of two sides and intended 
solely to provide information about farm products for 
sale, as well as directional information. 

C. No sign which contains a registered trademark or name 
which portrays a specific commodity or service for sale 
will be allowed in any zone unless the trademark or 
name is of the principal commodity or service offered for 
sale by the establishment. 


3.4.11. Condition of Signs. 
Signs shall be constructed of durable materials and shall be 
maintained in good condition and repair. When by reason of 
neglect a sign becomes hazardous or unsightly, the sign shall 
constitute a public nuisance. 


3.4.12. Permitted Signs, by District. 
A. Number of Signs. 
One sign is permitted per business in the following Zoning 
Districts: 
Shorefront Residential, General Residential GR1, 
GR1A, GR2, GR3 and the Municipal Watershed 
* Sharefront Resort Residential 
Two signs are permitted per business, except as permitted in 
below, in the following Zoning Districts: 
Commercial Districts C1 and C2. 
¢ Agricultural 


Each restaurant and food service establishment in the 
Commercial Districts is permitted one additional Daily Specials 
Reader Board sign, provided, however that the Daily Specials 
Reader Board sign is no larger that three (3) sq. ft. 


The type of sign permitted in each district is illustrated in table 1

C. Temporary Signs. One temporary sign such as used by real 
estate agents advertising property for sale or those used by 
contractors, architects, painters or other artisans advertising 
work in progress may be permitted on a lot in any district 
provided: 

1) It is unlighted; 

2) It does not exceed six square feet in size; 

3) Its proper appearance is maintained; 

4) It is removed immediately upon completion of the work 
or transaction; 

) One additional real estate sign is permitted on all water- 

front property, provided, however, that the sign is orient- 
ed so as to be viewed from the water.

D. Residential Accessory Signs. Signs stating the name and 
nature of a permitted home occupation may be displayed on 


a lot in any district provided such signs: 

1) Are illuminated only during business hours; 

2) Are set back at least one-half the required depth of the 
front yard setback or are attached to the building; and 

3) Do not exceed one in number, which sign is of no more 
than six (6) square feet in size in the Agricultural District 
and Shorefront Resort Residential, or one in number of 
no more than two (2) square feet in size in the General 
Residential 1, 1A, 2, 3, Municipal Watershed or 
Shorefront Residential Districts. 


E. Projecting Signs. Projecting Signs shall be permitted in the 
Commercial Districts C1 and C2 only. A projecting sign shall 
not project horizontally in excess of six (6) feet; it shall be 
erected so that the lowest part of the sign shall be ata 
height of not less than eight (8) feet above the sidewalk or . 
ground level; and it shall not exceed sixteen (16) square 
feet in surface area on each of two sides nor a total of thirty 
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two (32) square feet on all sides. 


F. Wall Signs. Within the Agricultural and Commercial Districts 
C1 and C2, no wall sign shall exceed ten percent (10%) of 
the area of the building face to which it is attached, but in no 
case shall it exceed 24 square feet in size. 


G. Free Standing Signs. Except as provided for in the C2-R28 — 
and the C2-WC, shall not exceed fifteen (15) feet in height, 
including supports. One of the permitted signs within the 
C2-R28 and the C2-WC Zoning Districts shall be permitted 
to have sign area not exceed thirty six (36) sq. ft. and have 
a maximum in height which is the lessor of 20 feet or the 
height of the principle building. Such sign shall have a set- 
back line of 20 feet from all property lines.

(1) The owner of a business which fronts on two publicly owned 
roads or a road and a municipal parking lot may elect to have 
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up to three signs, provided, however that the cumulative sign 
area does not exceed sixty two (62) square feet. 


3.4.13. Sign Construction. 

A. Glass Requirements. Any glass forming a part of a sign 
shall be of safety glass, and where any single piece or pane 
of glass has an area of more than three (3) square feet, it 
shall be constructed of wired glass securely held in place. 


B. Wind Pressure and Dead Loud. The supporting structure of 
and fasteners for all signs shall be designed to withstand 
five (5) times the combined effect of wind pressure and 
dead load. A wind pressure of 25 pounds per square foot on 
the maximum horizontally projected area of the sign shall be 
assumed; dead load shall be the weight of the sign. 


C. Obstructions to Doors and Windows. No sign shall be erect- 
ed, relocated or maintained so as to prevent free ingress to, 
or egress from any door, window or fire escape. 


D. Canopies. Canopies may be constructed of cloth, plastic, or 
metal, provided, however, that the lowest portion of any 
canopy shall not be less than eight (8) feet above the level 
of the sidewalk; they may extend beyond the street line but 
not nearer than eighteen inches to the curb line. 


E. Awnings. Awnings may be constructed of cloth, plastic, or 
metal, provided, however, the lowest portion thereof shall be 
not less than eight (8) feet above the level of the sidewalk; 
they may extend beyond the street line but not nearer than 
eighteen inches to the curb line. 


3.4.14. Enforcement. 

Notification and Removal. It shall be the duty of the Code 
Enforcement Officer to notify the violator and/or building owner 
of any violations in writing, and if the condition is not corrected 
in five (5) days from the date of notification, the Code 
Enforcement Officer shall take legal action to have the sign 
removed immediately. The owner shall be liable for any costs 
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incurred for such removal. Any such use in violation, after such 
notice has been duly given, is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance (as in any other use or violation which is otherwise 
hereby declared to be a public nuisance), and the Code 
Enforcement Officer is authorized to abate the violation by 
application for injunction or other lawful means. Nothing herein 
shall prevent the Code Enforcement Officer from causing pros- 
ecutions for violations to obtain or impose fines for such viola- 
tions, either as supplemental or alternative corrective actions. 


3.4.15 Penalties. | 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall be 
subject to the penalties as provided by Article 11.6. 


3.4.16. Appeal. 

Any person aggrieved by a decision taken under this Article 
shall have the right to appeal the decision to the Zoning Board 
of Adjustment as provided by Article 11.4. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town of Wolfeboro will vote to amend 
the Wolfeboro Planning & Zoning Ordinance, to add the follow- 
ing new sections: (Submitted By Petition) (Not Recommended 
by the Planning Board) 


1. Amend Article 1.1 DISTRICTS by adding to the end thereof: 
12. Airport Commercial AC 


2. Amend Article 1.2 DISTRICT BOUNDARIES as follows: 
a. Amend Article 1.2.3 as follows: 


1.2.3. GENERAL RESIDENTIAL GR1 (GR1) All land 
except the Commercial District, the Shorefront 
Residential District, the Airport Commercial District, and 
the Shorefront Resort Residential District lying 
Southwesterly of the line situated 500 feet Northeasterly 
of and parallel to Route 109 and the North lying road, so 
called, and extending from the Brookfield town line 
Northwesterly to the Tuftonboro town line. 
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b. Add Article 1.2.18 as follows: 


1.2.18 AIRPORT COMMERCIAL (AC) The area bound- 
ed as follows: 

Beginning at a point on the Easterly shore of Lake 
Winnipesaukee and the Westerly boundary of Lot 199- 
15 on a line parallel to and 200 feet Southerly from the 
extended centerline of the runway at Lakes Region 
Airport; thence 


Easterly along such line parallel with and 200 feet from 
the centerline of the runway through Lots 199-15 and 
213-26 to the Westerly side of Forest Road; thence 


Northerly and Westerly along Forest Road to the end 
and thence along the right of way to a point at the 
Northeasterly boundary of Lot 199-10; thence 


Westerly along the Northerly boundary of Lot 199-10 to 
the Northeasterly boundary of Lot 199-2 and then 
Southerly along the boundary between Lots 199-2 and 
199-10 to the point at the Southwest corner of Lot 199- 
10 where it meets Lot 199-15; thence 


Westerly along the Northerly boundary of Lot 199-15 
and the Southerly boundary of Lot 199-2 to the shore of 
Lake Winnipesaukee; thence 


Southerly along the shore of Lake Winnipesaukee to the 
point of beginning. 


3. Amend Article 3.4.12 Permitted Signs, by District as follows: 


a. Amend Article 3.4.12. A. Number of Signs by amending 
the second sentence to read as follows

UNDER PROVISIONS OF RSA 40:13 
FEBRUARY 2, 1999 FIRST SESSION 
MARCH 9, 1999 ELECTION OF OFFICIALS AND FINAL VOTING 
FOR 
1999 TOWN WARRANT 


The first session was held at Kingswood Regional High 
School auditorium on February 2, 1999 at 7:00 P.M. The 
Moderator called the first session to order and the 
Moderator explained that this session was a hearing on the 
Warrant which will be voted upon by the electorate on 
March 9, 1999, by written ballot at the same time the elec- 
tion of town officials take place. The Moderator explained 
how the articles could be amended and also explained the 
default budget. The Moderator announced that Articles 1 
through 11 would be voted upon during the day on March 9, 
1999 and that Articles 12 through 30 could be discussed at 
this session, and went on to read the Articles as written 
commencing with Article 12. The Moderator read Article 12 
and asked for discussion. There being none, the Moderator 
announced that Article 12 would appear on the ballot as 
presented. The Moderator then continued with Article 13 
which deals with the budget.. The Budget figure appearing 
in this Article is $13,685,093 with a default budget figure of 
$13,325,910. The Moderator asked if anyone wished to 
speak to or in explanation of Article 13 and recognized 
Selectman Hatch who made a motion to amend the Article 
under Health Agencies and Hospital, line item 4415-4419 by 
adding $6,000 , replacing that which was removed by the 
Budget Committee. The total for that line would increase 
from $55,809 to $61,809, which would change the bottom 
line upward by six thousand dollars. The motion was sec- 
onded for discussion. The Moderator asked for discussion 
and recognized Selectman Ganem who explained why the 
Board of Selectmen had placed the six thousand dollars in 
the budget. The Moderator then recognized Mr. Santoro 
who spoke on behalf of the Budget Committee explaining 
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why they had withdrawn the six thousand dollars. Several 
voters spoke to the Article and after a lengthy discussion the 
Moderator called for a vote on the amendment which would 
increase the total budget from $13,685,093 to $13,691,093. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared 
the Article adopted as amended, which will be the final bud- 
get figure to be voted on by ballot. The Moderator then 
moved on to Article 14 reading the Article as presented. 
The Moderator recognized John Burt who made the motion 
to amend the Article by reducing the $250,000 to $210,000. 
Motion seconded for discussion. The Moderator recognized 
John Burt who explained his amendment. A lenghy discus- 
sion followed. The Moderator recognized Selectman Hatch 
who made a motion to amend the amendment by having it 
now read “to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $225,000 as opposed to $210,000. Motion 
seconded for discussion. The Moderator explained that the 
proposed amendment is to amend the amendment before 
the house by decreasing the original amount of $250,000 to 
$225,000. The Moderator asked for further discussion. 
There being none, called for a vote on the Amendment to 
the Amendment to provide for two hundred twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars for reconstruction. The voters voted in favor of 
the amendment. Article 14 will appear on the ballot as 
amended. The Moderator read Article 15 and asked for 
discussion. The Moderator recognized Selectman Hatch 
who explained the Article. The Moderator asked for further 
discussion and recognized Joseph Santoro, Chairman of the 
Budget Committee who explained why the Budget 
Committee did not recommend the Article. The Moderator 
then recognized Mr. Curtis Pike who offered an amendment 
to Article 15 as follows: “To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred and sixty thousand, 
five hundred eighty-four dollars as an operating transfer to 
the sewer fund” Discussion followed on the Amendmenrt..

Independent Auditor’s Report 


To the Members of the 
Board of Selectmen 

Town of Wolfeboro

We have audited the accompanying general purpose finan- 
cial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro as of and for the year 
ended December 31, 1998 as listed in the table of contents. 
These general purpose financial statements are the responsibil- 
ity of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express 
an opinion on these general purpose financial statements 
based on our audit. 

Except as discussed in the following paragraphs, we con- 
ducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and the standards applicable to financial audits con- 
tained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the 
Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the financial statements are free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test 
basic, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the 
financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial state- 
ment presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reason- 
able basis for our opinion. 

Government Accounting Standards Board Technical Bulletin 
98-1, Disclosures about Year 2000 Issues, requires disclosure 
of certain matters regarding the year 2000 issue. The Town of 
Wolfeboro has included such disclosures in Note 9C. Because 
of the unprecedented nature of the year 2000 issue, its effects 
and the success of related remediation efforts will not be fully 
determinable until the year 2000 and thereafter. Accordingly, 
insufficient audit evidence exists to support the Town of 
Wolfeboro’s disclosures with respect to the year 2000 issue 
made in Note 9C. Further we do not provide assurance that the 
Town of Wolfeboro is or will be year 2000 ready, that the Town 
of Wolfeboro’s year 2000 remediation efforts will be successful 
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in whole or in part, or that parties with which the Town of 
Wolfeboro does business will be year 2000 ready. 

The general purpose financial statements referred to above 
do not include the general fixed assets account group which 
should be included in order to conform with generally accepted 
accounting principles. As is the case with most municipal enti- 
ties in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of Wolfeboro has 
not maintained historical costs records of its fixed assets. The 
amount that should be recorded in the general fixed assets 
account group is not known. 

In Our opinion, except for the effect on the financial state- 
ments of the omission described in the preceding paragraphs, 
along with the effects of such adjustments, if any, as might have 
been determined to be necessary had we been able to examine 
evidence regarding year 2000 disclosures, as noted above, the 
general purpose financial statements referred to above present 
fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the Town 
of Wolfeboro, as of December 31, 1998, and the results of its 
operations and the cash flows of its proprietary fund types and 
nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in conformi- 
ty with generally accepted accounting principles. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have 
also issued our report dated March 16, 1999 on our considera- 
tion of the Town of Wolfeboro’s internal control over financial 
reporting and our tests of its compliance with certain provisions 
of laws, regulations, contracts and grants. 

Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on 
the general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Wolfeboro taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund 
financial statements listed as schedules in the table of contents 
are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a 
required part of the general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Wolfeboro. The accompanying Single Audit schedules 
are presented for purposes of additional analysis as required by 
U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular A-133, Audits 
of States, Local Governments, and Non-Profit Organizations, 
and are not a required part of the general purpose financial 
statements. All such information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose 
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financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all 
material respects in relation to the general purpose financial 
statements taken as a whole.

In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose 
financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 
for the year ended December 31, 1998, we considered the 
Town’s internal control structure to determine our auditing pro- 
cedures for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the finan- 
cial statements and not to provide assurance on the internal 
control structure. 

Under the standards established by the American Institute of 
Certified Public Accountants, reportable conditions involve mat- 
ters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in 
the design or operation of the internal control structure that, in 
Our judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability to 
record, process, summarize and report financial data consistent 
with the assertions of management in the financial statements. 
A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the 
design or operation of one or more of the internal control struc- 
ture elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk 
that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in 
relation to the financial statements being audited, may occur 
and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the 
normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our con- 
sideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily 
disclose al! matters in the internal control structure that might 
constitute reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not 
necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also con- 
sidered to be material weaknesses as defined above. We noted 
no matters involving the internal control structure and its opera- 
tion that we consider to be material weaknesses as defined 
above. 
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However, during our audit, we became aware of several mat- 
ters that are opportunities for strengthening internal controls 
and operating efficiency. This letter summarizes our comments 
and suggestions regarding those matters and does not affect 
our report dated March 16, 1999 on the financial statements of 
the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire. 

We will review the status of these comments during our next 
audit engagement. We have already discussed many of these 
comments and suggestions with various Town personnel and 
we will be pleased to discuss them in further detail at your con- 
venience, to perform any additional study of these matters or to 
assist you in implementing the recommendations.

UPDATE OF PRIOR-YEAR COMMENTS 
AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 
Annual Operating Losses 


Our 1997 audit report disclosed cash borrowings from the 
general fund covering the past few years, which had accumulat- 
ed to a figure of $543,659 at December 31, 1997. We noted 
that Town Management agreed to reserve $470,251 of this 
amount on the general fund balance sheet, in order to more 
accurately state the financial position of the fund at December 
31. This large receivable from the sewer fund was primarily due 
to the failure of the sewer fund to achieve profitable operations 
in recent years, thus resulting in a deficit cash position. 

At the October 7, 1998 Board of Selectmen’s Meeting, it was 
voted to transfer $470,251 to the Sewer Fund from the 1995, 96 
and 97 general fund unreserved fund balances. This action, in 
effect, removed the liability from the sewer fund and was so 
noted on the financial statements in 1998. 

At a subsequent meeting dated October 21, 1998, the Board 
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voted to transfer an amount not to exceed $250,000 to the 
sewer fund in accordance with RSA 32, to cover the potential 
operating deficit of the fund in 1998. This authorization specifi- 
cally limited the transfer to the unexpended balance of general 
fund appropriations, excluding individual or special warrant arti- 
cles. 

As a result of this action, $115,000 was transferred to the 
sewer fund from the general fund, to assist in offsetting cash 
borrowings that totaled $238,346 in 1998. The remaining bal- 
ance owed the general fund from the sewer fund, amounting to 
$123,346 at December 31, has appropriately been reserved on 
the general fund balance sheet at the end of the fiscal year. 

As we have stated previously, it is imperative that the sewer 
funds annual budget is prepared in a manner that is balanced 
and which will result in a net profit from operations. That is to 
say, estimated expenditures should equal estimated revenues. 
If it is necessary to include a general fund subsidy in the sewer 
operating budget, we suggest that the budget approved at Town 
Meeting disclose the same. 


ENTERPRISE FUNDS (WATER, SEWER AND ELECTRIC 
DEPARTMENTS) 


Accounts Receivable 

In our previous audit report, we disclosed the fact that there 
were user fee receivables allowed to be delinquent for periods 
well beyond 90 days. This obviously affects cash flow within the 
departments. We suggested steps to be taken, which included 
assistance to users with budget payment plans, better rebilling 
procedures, and a more business like approach to collection, 
including the enforcement of the State Statutes. 

We also expressed concern over the lack of segregation of 
duties, which weakens internal accounting controls. We noted 
that the same individual was responsible for submitting, approv- 
ing and recording adjustments to the accounts receivable. We 
suggested that formal policies needed to be established for 
write-offs as well as collection of delinquent accounts. Also, that 
management should weigh the risks inherent with the lack of 
segregation of duties and determine whether or not the costs 
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involved to rectify the situation outweigh those risks. 

Our follow-up of the above situation revealed that upon the 
advice of the Town Attorney, all utility receivables over 90 days 
are being liened. These liens are enforceable for 6 years from 
the date of the last unpaid bill. Presently, this does not include 
electric bills for those involving rental properties. Also, the 
Board of Selectmen is presently working on establishing a for- 
mal policy for writing off delinquent accounts. 

There is a definite need for formal written policies outlining 
collection and abatement procedures for employees and users. 
WATER AND SEWER DEPARTMENTS 


Refund of Access Fees Paid 

We reviewed the vote taken by the Board of Selectmen on 
November 20, 1996, which provided for the refund of access 
fees using a credit of $250 over a 10-year period. The total 
amount to be refunded to be approximately $480,000. 

lt was our suggestion, referring to the Revised Statutes 
Annotated, that the annual refund be included in the Town’s 
budget to be voted on at Town Meeting. This procedure was fol- 
lowed commencing in 1999. 


ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


Annual Physical Inventory Required 
The concern we expressed last year over the timing of the 
electric department physical inventory was corrected for 1998. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


Capital Project 

Our last year audit disclosed that the water department capi- 
tal project, which included funding from the Farmers Home 
Administration, was not maintained in a manner, which allowed 
for a complete project status report at year end. We had to 
obtain information from the grantor in order to determine the 
project’s status. 

The situation was corrected in 1998 and current year activity 
could be determined. 
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TRUST FUND RECORD KEEPING 

The following deficiencies were noted in the trust fund 
records and year-end reports as a result of this year’s examina- 
tion. Most of these comments are a repeat of our prior-year 
findings. There was some minor improvements made which 
were a direct result of our meeting in December with the book- 
keeper to assist in establishing beginning 1998 balances. 

¢ The annual State trust fund reports were incomplete. These 

reports are used to audit the Town’s trust funds and are 
necessary to complete the annual examination. 

- There are no formal ledgers maintained for the recording of 

cash transactions, leaving an incomplete audit trail. 

¢ Capital gain dividends received in 1998, because reports 

were not complete, were not properly reflected. 

We again spent a considerable amount of time preparing a 
suitable report for our annual independent audit report. We 
understand that there will be changes made in bookkeeping 
personnel in 1999. We suggest that the Trustees consider utiliz- 
ing banking services for investment and recordkeeping, unless 
an individual uniquely qualified with trust accounting experience 
can be found. 


OTHER GENERAL FINDINGS 
Use of Purchase Orders 


We noted in last year’s report, that our testing of invoices 
paid, along with the Town’s purchase order system, revealed 
that 16% of the purchase orders were dated after the invoice 
date. 

Management instituted a new purchase order policy in the fall 
of 1998 and our testing of procedures disclosed improvement 
over our previous findings. Management should continue to 
monitor purchasing procedures to assure that the internal con- 
trols are operating efficiently and effectively. 


Police Department-Children’s Fund 


We noted previously that the police department maintained a 
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fund entitled “Children’s Fund.” We commented that we did not 
receive invoices in support of payments made from the fund. 
This situation was corrected in 1998, as we were provided sup- 
porting documentation for all disbursements. 

We also noted that the fund was not in the custody of the 
Town Treasurer which is contrary to the State Statutes, which 
provide that the Treasurer shall have custody of all funds 
belonging to the Town. The fund is still not in the Treasurer’s 
custody and we recommend that this situation be corrected. 
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Report of the Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen 


The Board of Selectmen initiated this year special work ses- 
sions to discuss future plans for an electric department facility, 
the use of the present Town Hall, the renovation of the Town 
garage facility, the future of the safety building complex. These 
are just a few of the topics which have been discussed. The 
_ Selectmen have found these special work sessions to be help- 
ful and hope to continue them following Town Meeting. 

The Capital Improvement Program Committee which was 
created in 1998 completed the bulk of its work in 1999. By prior- 
itizing the findings of needs the CIPC assisted the Selectmen, 
Town Manager and Finance Director in developing the budget 
priorities for the year 2000. 

1999 was dominated by the statewide property tax and 
implementing past initiatives like the completion of the Crescent 
Lake Dam, negotiation of a three year contract with union 
employees the new utility and tax billing format,and those 
things the general public does not get to see i.e., the updating 
and conversion of our computer software. Our concern over the 
statewide property tax was discussed and an informational 
brochure was developed and mailed to citizens of Wolfeboro to 
explain the tax and its impact. 

We saw two major changes in employee leadership in 1999 
with the hiring of Fire Chief Ben Bean and Police Chief Bernie 
Hill. The Town is fortunate to have good and loyal employees. 
In the 2000 warrant you are being asked to vote yes or no on 
keeping the town manager form of government. 

How the Town is managed and who is in charge may not be 
completely understood. Under RSA 41:8 the Board of 
Selectmen is to manage the prudential affairs of the Town. 
Thus, the Selectmen are the executive, managerial, administra- 
tive body that does what is necessary to carry out the votes 
enacted at Town meeting. In Towns with Town Manager, the 
Selectmen share managerial authority with the Manager. Under 
RSA 37, while the Town Manager is the administrative head of 
all Town departments, the Manager works under the supervi- 
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sion and direction of the Board of Selectmen. 

The present Board of Selectmen are unanimous in urging 
you to vote to keep the Town Manger form of government.

Progress continues in the review and revision of our Planning 
and Zoning Ordinance. The Planning Board proposed three 
_warrant articles to be included on the 2000 Town Warrant. They 
were: 

Revisions/clarifications of certain land use-related defini- 
tions 

Revisions to the Bay Street area commercial zoning 
Revisions to the South Wolfeboro area commercial zon- 
ing 

Our overall objective for these proposed changes was to 
reduce the future commercial intensity in these neighborhoods. 

In 2000 the Planning Board is committed to an extended 
schedule of monthly work sessions to complete our work on the 
revision of the Pine Hill Road area commercial zoning. The 
Board has also committed to address further revisions to the 
Planning and Zoning Ordinances with emphasis on an overall 
review and revision of commercial zones. Because of our 1999 
workload we were unable to make the progress we expected in 
the development of revised road construction standards. This 
work, also, will be on our plate for 2000. 

As has been our tradition, the principal goal of the Planning 
Board has been to maintain the quality of our recreational 
waters, the uniqueness of our greater downtown and the 
integrity of our neighborhoods. Planning and Zoning is neces- 
sarily restrictive—not always popular in a community where 
“Live Free or Die” is the State motto. Never the less, there is lit- 
tle doubt that Wolfeboro continues to be the premier Lakes 
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Region Community to live in and to visit. 

The quality of life in Wolfeboro is a direct reflection of the 
concern of our citizens and their support of the vision of our 
Master Plan and the Planning and Zoning Ordinances which 
are in place to help implement that vision.

1999 Annual Report 


Hours at the Clark House Museum Complex were expanded 
this season. Sarah Copplestone made a charmingly successful 
debut as Tour Director in the Clark House, while over 30 volun- 
teers spent over 600 hours hosting guests from far and near in 
the Firehouse Museum and the one-room Pleasant Valley 
Schoolhouse. Kudos to Natalie Peterson’s feature article on the 
Complex in the Granite State News -- an irresistible motivator 
for many visits. 

Free admission programs held Tuesdays at the Schoolhouse 
in July and August included yesteryear broom-making, how to 
repair old books, an extensive private collection of kitchen uten- 
—~Sils, the history of the Wolfeboro Mailboat, lighthouse 
living/keeping, weaving, our area’s historical markers, and a 
presentation on Governor Wentworth. 

Monthly Society meetings held at the Community Center 
from April through November (also open free to the public) 
included programs on the history of Huggins Hospital, the histo- 
ry of the Lewando family, a collection of old and antique toys, 
gems from really old newspapers, early days at the Allen “A” 
Ranch, and readings by the homeschoolers from their book 
about local Civil War soldier Thomas Lees. The Society also 
sponsored monthly day trips May through October to neighbor- 
ing points of historical interest for members and the public. 

The Society’s publications continued to sell well. Parker's 
paperback “History of Wolfeboro” remains a popular item. David 
Bowers’ three-volume “History of Wolfeboro” was offered by the 
Society at a special Christmas sale price and found its way 
under many a tree. Member Ted Brigden’s “History of the 
Wolfeboro Historical Society” (since its 1925 beginnings) was 
published this year and is available to the public. Many 
requests were filled for reprints of the 1889 map of 
“Wolfeborough” which appeared in the Granite’s January 2000 
historical supplement, along with many of our archival pho- 
tographs. Our pictures were used again for Community Banks’ 
calendar -- sharing our history with the public. 
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David Bowers’ generous memorial gift, along with Society 
funds, saw the completion of hard-binding all Wolfeboro Town 
Reports in five volumes, each dedicated to Matthew Ray -- a 
valuable addition to our archives. 

While the Town owns the three museum buildings, main- 
tained by the Department of Parks and Recreation, Society 
funds paid for the security system, telephone, insurance, annu- 
al cleaning, a new central sign, dehumidifier, and for programs, 
brochures and publicity. Generous Society members and 
friends made and donated a new screen door and trash recep- 
tacle, and provided many other “labors of love” including all the 
volunteer staffing at the Complex. 

We extend our deep gratitude to many. To Sue Glenn and 
her staff members Kathleen Rankin and Caleb Pike for their 
help in opening and closing the Complex and their dedicated 
care of the grounds; to the Wolfeboro Garden Club for the 
Christmas wreath and beautiful perennial herb and flower gar- 
dens despite the drought; to All Saints Church which housed 
our Directors meetings; to Bob Gallagher for his caring touch 
with the fragile plumbing; to the Town for the annual stipend 
used to help pay the Tour Director’s salary; to the Ladies of the 
Lake Quilters for airing and caring for our quilt collection; and to 
our Board members, our volunteers, and our friends, without 
whose loyalty, services, and support we could not continue to 
present and preserve Wolfeboro’s history. 

A major concern of the Society is the deterioration of the 
foundation of the Clark House identified in 1995 as a condition 
needing “immediate” attention. A priority goal for the Society in 
2000 will be to do whatever it can to help the Town bring expe- 
dition and historically appropriate resolution to this problem.

1999 brought many changes and challenges to the Town 
Clerk’s office. Commencing on January 1, 1999, a new passen- 
ger and vanity plate issue was in place by the State of New 
Hampshire Department of Safety and being a Municipal Agent for 
the State of New Hampshire, our office was very busy trying to 
make the replacement of each resident’s passenger plates a 
smooth transition. | want to personally thank all of you who were 
so patient during this confusing process. Without your under- 
standing and patience the whole process would not have gone as 
smoothly as _ it did for our office. The major problem with the new 
issue was the delay by the State getting the special numbered 
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and vanity plates to the registrant in a timely manner, which was — 
partly due to staffing problems at the State level and they apolo- 
gize for that. 

At this point, every registrant in Wolfeboro should be sporting 
the new “Old Man of the Mountain” plate. If not, you’d better see 
me asap or you may be meeting the new Chief quicker then you 
anticipated!!! 

On July 1, 1999, after completing the necessary training, our 
office began processing passports. It has proven to be an asset 
for our residents and surrounding communities as well, plus it has 
brought additional income to our Town. 

You will note that there has been a considerable increase in 
revenue with the dog licensing fees. This increase in revenue is 
due mainly to the new process wherein the veterinarian must, by 
law, send copies of all rabies inoculations to the Town Clerk. Our 
records are then updated and a letter is sent reminding the dog 
owner to register their pet to avoid fines. It has been a very suc- 
cessful program and it is rewarding to see that the owners are 
responsible inoculating and licensing their dogs in a timely man- 
ner. | am sure there are still many out there who have not partici- 
pated in this process, but maybe in “the next century” we will see 
everyone participating. Please note that the dog tags for 2000 
are available for those who wish to renew early. 

Effective September 7, 1999, the fees for vital records increased 
from $10.00 to $12.00 for the first copy and from $6.00 to $8.00 for 
subsequent copies issued at the same time. This legislation pro- 
vided an increase in the amount the clerks disburse to the State, 
but the Town’s share did not change. This increase will enable 
more clerks in the State to receive computers in their offices 
through this fund and in the very near future, through the VRV200 
program, be connected directly to the State Bureau. Eventually 
there will be no paper certificates to file in the clerk’s offices.

There have been a lot of changes this past year. Stanley 
Stevens, our Chief of Police for over 20 years retired and we 
would like to thank him for all of his time and effort. The 
Commission would also like to thank Detective Sergeant Brian 
Black who filled in as Interim Chief. Brian’s efforts were above 
and beyond the call of duty and kept the department running 
smoothly during the transition period. 

The Wolfeboro Police Commission would like to thank every- 
one who took the time to write letters, call and attend the 
Commission meetings this past year. Your input helps us insure 
that we are meeting your needs. 

The Commission had the task this past year, of developing a 
process that was fair and equitable, in the hiring of a new police 
chief. This was a new experience in Wolfeboro but with sugges- 
tions from residents and after many meetings the commission 
decided to hire M.R.1. (Municipal Resources Inc.) 

In September, Wolfeboro hired Bernie Hill as the new Chief 
of Police. Chief Hill was selected out of a candidate pool of 46 
applicants. The Commission would like to thank everyone 
involved in making the hiring, arrival and reception a very warm 
and enjoyable occasion for Bernie and his wife, Shirley. 

The Commission believes that it is important to recognize the 
patrol officers and the dispatchers because they are the back- 
bone of the department. Wolfeboro has a dispatch that is open 
24 hours a day, 365 days a year. We are fortunate to have 
these dedicated individuals. They handle fire, medical, police 
calls and are the first people you talk to in any emergency. 

This year the Commission invited area residents to partici- 
pate in the replacement hiring process of two (2) dispatchers 
and two (2) patrol officers. The applicants were tested and then 
interviewed by Professional Review Boards. Candidates who 
excelled were then sent to the Police Commission for final 
interviews. Both of these interview boards used Wolfeboro citi- 
zens as panel members in the selection process. 

We all have a lot more to do this coming year. The 
Commission will be reviewing the policies and procedures of 
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the department. Chief Hill has begun a process called 
Community Oriented Policing. The Chief has taught, lectured 
and written articles on this type of policing. C.O.P. allows the 
community to work more closely with the law enforcement com- 
munity. You may have already seen the visible changes and the 
Commission will be working closely with the department to 
insure this process continues. 

The Commission would appreciate your input and is truly 
committed to meeting the needs of the community. Your sug- 
gestions, your assistance in our hiring processes and your sup- 
port will enable us to select and retain the best police officers 
available to serve.

Our activity in Town has remained substantially stable which 
coincides with a stabilization of crime rates throughout the 
United States. Many believe this is a result of better economic 
conditions, less males in the 18 to 27 age group and/or the 
results of Community Policing efforts by law enforcement agen- 
cies. | tend to believe it is a combination of all those factors but 
regardless, welcome the good news that this country is a safer 
place this year than five years ago. 

| don’t believe numbers, in themselves are an accurate indi- 
cation of a police departments performance but are listed for 
informational purposes. The numbers do however, show that 
Wolfeboro is a very busy community. The department respond- 
ed to or addressed:

This coming year the department, under the direction of the 
Police Commission and with the assistance of community mem- 
bers, will begin a Community Oriented Policing planning 
process that will set standards and goals for the coming years. 
For our readers who are not familiar - Community Oriented 
Policing is based on a philosophy that is different from tradition- 
al policing. It emphasizes, among other things, the importance 
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of establishing collaborative efforts between the police and 
community as partners. Community Policing is an organization- 
al strategy that allows the law enforcement agency and commu- 
nity to work closely together in creative ways to solve the prob- 
lems of crime, fear of crime, illicit drugs, physical and social dis- 
order and overall quality of life in the community. The philoso- 
phy rests in the belief that solutions to contemporary community 
problems demand freeing both community residents and law 
enforcement to explore creative ways to address neighborhood 
concerns beyond a narrow focus on individual crime incidents. 
A change to this style of policing, in lieu of the older military 
structure which is still very prevalent in today’s police agencies, 
requires risk. Change is never easy and there will be obstacles 
along the road to success. 

Our Emergency Dispatch Center has also seen changes this 
past year. The Dispatch Supervisor, Shelly Manchester and 
Dispatcher Laurie Brown left to pursue other opportunities. We 
also wish them well. We welcome two (2) new full-time employ- 
ees, Robert Theriault and Jayson Andrews, who excelled in the 
hiring process. They are looking forward to serving the commu- 
nity. 

| believe it is appropriate in any town report to recognize 
those in policing that are the backbone of any law enforcement 
effort- the patrol officers and emergency dispatchers. They are 
the dedicated individuals that are there 365 days a year, 24 
hours a day in any weather, on holidays, answering calls for 
help. We all need to remember that they are the most valuable 
and important members of any Police Department.

The members of Wolfeboro Fire Rescue Department have 
completed another year of service to taxpayers, residents and 
their guests:

Fire prevention activities included the on going fire prevention 
education program at the local schools. Programs were provid- 
ed for approximately 600 children ranging in age from 3 and 4 
years old at the Wolfeboro Area Children’s Center and the 
Wolfeboro Nursery. Grade K through 3 at the Cooperative 
School and 4 through 6 at Crescent Lake School. 

The department also provided many hours of public educa- 
tion including fire extinguisher training, CPR classes and fire 
safety presentations to many community groups. 

The life safety and code division has been very busy con- 
ducting fire safety inspections. It must be remembered that life 
safety is our most important goal. We are committed to insure 
that every effort is made to insure that we in the Town of 
Wolfeboro are as safe as possible through the enforcement of 
all life safety codes. 

The training division has provided much training again this 
year and there is much work to be done to keep everyone pre- 
pared. 

The 26 Fire/Rescue Department members attended approxi- 
mately 737 hours of training in 1999. This does not reflect the 
time spent by personnel during the year on individual study time 
or testing for various levels of certification. 

344 hours were spent on Department training to maintain 
current skills and to meet Federal and State requirements. 

396 hours of out side training was put in by department mem- 
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bers that covered areas such as; Instructor Development, EMT 
Re-certification, ALS Interfacing, Infection Control, EMT 
Intermediate, Life Safety Code Seminars, Responding to a 
Terrorist Attack, Incident Stress Debriefing, and EMS

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Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 


and State Forest Ranger 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State 
Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to 
find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burn- 
ing. Fire permits are required for any open burning unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow where the burning will 
be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the 
other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misde- 
meanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in 
jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection 
Bureau. During the 1999 season Forest Rangers were busy 
assisting communities with suppression of difficult and remote 
multi-day fires. Forest Rangers have also investigated numer- 
ous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and 
forest fire laws, and taken enforcement action to ensure compli- 
ance. If you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber 
harvest laws, please call our office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire 
Wardens throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire 
Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law 
enforcement. The 1999 fire season was a challenging but safe 
year for wildland firefighters in New Hampshire. The severe 
drought conditions throughout the spring and summer months 
combined with residual effects of 1998 Ice Storm, resulted in a 
dramatic increase in wildland fires. In addition to burning in 
excess of 452 acres, 35 structures were also impacted by wild- 
fire. Wildland fires in the urban interface is a serious concern for 
both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect 
their structures by maintaining adequate green space around 
them and making sure that houses are properly identified with 
street numbers. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 
mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detec- 
tion and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from 
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local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the 
size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and sup- 
pression costs as low as possible. 

Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY 
outside burning.

As the millennium concluded, the Department of Public 
Works completed several major projects, and “closed out” 
numerous contracts. Throughout 1999 the Public Works divi- 
sions took the opportunity to inspect and review our infrastruc- 
ture and equipment assets. 

After two seasons of construction, the landfill project was 
completed. For the next several years, the town will monitor 
our “cell” to insure compliance with state requirements. | still 
maintain and recommend that our community should pursue 
the additional use of this site for recreation and educational pur- 

poses. 

We welcome all our citizens and particularly the school chil- 
dren to visit the Water Treatment Plant. Brian Carroll and John 
Beebe have hosted many visitors. This is a great experience 
and opportunity to become aware of our water source and treat- 
ment process. 

It is particularly gratifying to see the results of our efforts in 
finalizing the South Main Street Water Line and sidewalk. From 
citizens’ feedback and personal observations, this walkway is 
used by many walkers and runners. Since the timing was 
appropriate, the Town was able to complete an extension of the 
water line almost to the southerly boundary. Ken Kyle and his 
State district office were most helpful in achieving the new com- 
munity road entrance overlay. 

In the late fall we awarded the contract to Abington 
Contractors for the construction of the Crescent Lake Dam. 
The crews took advantage of the outstanding fall weather and 
progressed through their schedule with minimum delays. A 
special thanks to Allen Stevens, Donald Garrepy my new 
Assistant, and John Bosa for their keen interest and support. 

It is noteworthy to mention the efforts of the Capital 
Improvement Committee in their review of the Town’s infrastruc- 
ture. From numerous inspections and discussions a condition 
facilities list was established, and this department formulated a 
ten year program for future considerations. At the same time 
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our department made a major effort to complete safety and 
equipment assessments. Through the continued support of the 
Town Manager and the Board of Selectmen our divisions ele- 
vated our safety work environment. In addition for the first time 
the Department of Public Works assessed all our current equip- 
ment, establishing an inventory, and projecting a needed 
replacement program. 

My experience with the changing millennium was most inter- 
esting and entertaining. It appeared all our efforts and involve- 
ment were positive and worthwhile. | commend all the depart- 
ments and town personnel for their active and upbeat approach 
in resolving potential challenges.

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Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Report 


Residents from Wolfeboro, Tuftonboro, Alton, and Brookfield, 
packed their cars and headed early to beat the heat and humid- 
ity at the annual household hazardous waste collection 
Saturday, July 31st. It was the largest collection to date with 26 
communities in the Lakes Region Planning Commission domain 
Officially participating at 9 collection sites. 

When the waste was consolidated at the Wolfeboro site, sixty 
eight 55 gal drums and lab packs were filled. That is a 12% 
increase over the amount collected at the site last year. The 
lines were fast-moving from 10:30 on, however, there were 
more attendees again this year with 302 cars representing a 
record number of households. Products screened by the waste 
haulers and set on the free product exchange table quickly 
_ found new owners. 

Volunteers filled out the questionnaires required by the state, 
distributed flyers, and kept cars moving smoothly around the 
site. My heartfelt thanks to: Steve Davis, Laura and John

The year of 1999 was a busy one for the Municipal 
Electric Department. The Department had requests for 109 
new services, of these 93 were completed. There were 89 
service upgrades and system improvements staked with 71 
completed. The Department completed 759 general order 
requests. General order requests include repairing street 
lights, limbs removed from lines, disconnecting and recon- 
necting services for home owner repairs, checking voltages, 
storm repairs and miscellaneous repair services needed by 
our customers. 

This year the Department had 15.23 miles (80,393’) of 
right-of-way cleared and 43.15 acres of high line cleared. 
The clearing this year was done by Bartlett Tree Experts, 
Nelson Tree Service, Inc. and John Brown & Sons, Inc. 

This year extensive repairs were made to the generating 
plant, the 1600 engine was rebuilt and automated engine 
controls were installed. New fuses, relays, switches and 
voltage relay switches were installed at #1 and #2 Sub-sta- 
tions. Testing of the new relay equipment will be scheduled 
in the spring of 2000. 

Many department man hours were spent in preparation for 
Y2-K. These included amperage recording on all Town cir- 
cuits, installation of cutouts used for fuse protection of the 
lines and sectionalizing. 

The Municipal Electric Department lost a very valuable 
member and friend, when Warren “Smitty” Smith passed 
away on October 30, 1999. Smitty started with the depart- 
ment on January 2, 1962, and worked his way up to line 
crew foreman and continued with the capacity until his pass- 
ing. He will be greatly missed by all.

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Report of the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 


The Wolfeboro Department of Parks and Recreation serves the 
greater Wolfeboro community and guests through public facilities 
and programs and collaboration with community organizations. In 
1999, the Department extended the tradition of staff dedication 
through many concurrent projects and community-wide efforts. 
On May 21, 1999, the New Hampshire Recreation and Park 
Association awarded the “Wink” Tapply Award to Sue Glenn. The 
award is intended to pay tribute to high character values, excep- 
tional professionalism in program development; professional char- 
acteristics associated with Richard “Wink” Tapply. 

WINTER 

The year began with the second session of a new pre-school 
skating program; “Shakey Skates,” which had youngsters quickly 
~ advancing through the fundamentals of ice skating at the Pop 
_ Whalen Arena. More advanced skaters worked on figure skating 
Skills in preparation for the annual skating show in March, while 
even more preschoolers doned their chefs caps at the 
Community Center for “Kreative Kooking for Kidz,” holiday cookie 
baking. Back at Pop Whalen, Kingswood was crowned the High 
School Hockey Division | Champions and the Wolfeboro She 
Wolves Women’s hockey team hosted its first ever weekend 
tournament hosting teams from Laconia, Durham, the Bronx, NY 
and Brattleboro, VT. The Abenaki Ski Area experienced another 
snowless season and did not open at all during the 1998-99 sea- 
son. The area had been open for 23 days in 1997-98 and 28 
days in 1996-97. Exploration is underway into snowmaking or 
tubing possibilities for the area. Your input is encouraged. The 
limited snowfall did allow for cross country skiing. Trail improve- 
ments and widening over the past several years have paid off in 
allowing the trails to be opened and groomed with limited snow 
cover. In 1998-99 the first day for skiing on the Bog Hill trail was 
December 28th and after the 40 degree temperatures in January 
two months of x-c skiing Abenaki trails had over 570 skier visits. 

SPRING AND SUMMER 
Concentrating on positive youth sports experiences, spring

and fall coaches training was provided for t-ball, softball and soc- 
cer. The Department is affiliated with the National Alliance for 
Youth Sports which provides coaches certification for volunteer 
coaches. The training is open for all recreation department 
coaches, as well as, all private league coaches. Parks and 
Recreation Programs and events are the direct result of volun- 
teer participation. The Department documented 315 different © 
individuals who volunteered over 5,166 hours of time throughout 
the year. Youth programs were complimented by special events, 
teen field trips, adult programs and in 1999 a new and successful 
teen adventure program. Teens were offered a 6 week Kayaking 
course in conjunction with Winnipesaukee Kayak, and a Teen 
Adventure program that featured a whale watch, hiking, kayak- 
ing, climbing at an indoor rock gym, a ropes course/overnight 
camping trip and white water rafting. As Wolfeboro was enjoy- 
ing sunny skies, the Town Beaches were a flurry of activity with 
programs like; Infant and Preschool Aquatics, Red Cross Swim 
Lessons, Water Aerobics, Introduction to Competitive Swimming, 
the Granite Kid and Granite Man Triathlons, and the Wolfeboro 
Swim Team. The summer swim team, led by coaches Terri 
Moyer, Amy Bigelow, and Natalie Seibel, won the Granite State 
Swimming Association Division IV Championship title. 
PARKS AND PROJECTS 
Wolfeboro celebrated the 17th year being designated a “Tree 

City USA” and was awarded the New Hampshire Arborists 
Association Community Beautification Award for population cate- 
gory 2,501-10,000. Wolfeboro ranked very highly in the scoring 
which consists of planting and maintenance of trees, shrubs and 
flowers, volunteer efforts and overall appearance. This honor was 
a culmination of years of dedication by the Town through its Tree 
Wardens, Parks and Recreation staff, the Wolfeboro Garden Club, 
and many individuals and community groups who have donated 
gardens, memorial trees and time to beautify the downtown area.

The board is pleased to report that the Wolfeboro Public 
Library, sixth in its population category, was ranked fourth in per 
capita circulation. In fact, the circulation total for 1999 was the 
highest in the history of the library, demonstrating that the ser- 
vices this town supports are sought after and well-served in turn 
by our director, Louise Gehman, and her staff; Barbara Widmer, 
Marilyn McBride, Joyce Davis, Jane Carville, Denise Thayer, 
Janet Williams, and page, Tim Anderson. 

Circulation statistics do not tell the whole story though: Internet 
usage went as high as 141 hours in the month of August; the 
facility served as the meeting place for the town planning board 
and non-profit groups throughout the year; programs frequently 
drew capacity audiences, and many patrons took regular advan- 
tage of the periodical collection to keep up with their investments 
as well as the news of the day. 

Jeanne Harriman, a loyal member for the past twenty-seven 
years, chose not to run in 1999. She was lauded for her long- 
standing commitment to the library; the present library building is 
a testament to her dedication to supporting the educational 
needs of our community. Harry Lauer was subsequently elected 
to the five member board, comprised of Mike Nelson, Peter 
Roessiger, Warren Clarke, and Elissa Paquette. The board met 
monthly to oversee the: maintenance of the building; the opera- 
tion of the library, including services and staffing; and the creation 
and presentation of the annual budget to the budget committee. 

We realized over a thousand dollars in energy savings this 
year from our extensive lighting renovations of 1998. Safety 
lights were installed to comply with state standards, a project car- 
ried out in a timely fashion by RJM Electrical Construction. When 
it came to our attention that the underground fuel tank was in vio- 
lation of state law, we brought the matter to the attention of the 
selectmen who promptly ordered the tank removed and replaced 
by four tanks housed in the basement of the library; the situation 
was remedied within the time frame given by the state; fines 
against the town were thus avoided. 
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The board thanks the Friends of the Wolfeboro Library, led by 
president, Laura Poole, for their continued support. They paid for 
two trees to replace the two dead trees along the back property 
boundary, offered three programs free to the public, sponsored 
family admission passes to the Christa McAuliffe Planetarium, 
the NH Science Center and the Farm Museum, and, on a larger 
scale, purchased a laser printer for use by the public and donat- 
ed $2500 to enhance the library’s computer network. These 
efforts helped offset a $10,000 cut to the 1999 budget by the 
budget committee. 

We thank you for your continued support of this institution, one 
of which we can all be proud.

Adult programming included 2 active book discussion 
groups, one meeting in the daytime and the other in the 
evening, from January to May and again from October to 
December. Our film program, held every Thursday afternoon 
from January to May and from October to December, features 
travelogues to all parts of the world. An instructional class for 
people wanting to learn more about the internet was inaugurat- 
ed in January on Wednesday mornings, and a second class was 
added Tuesday evenings. It has proved to be quite popular. 
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Special programs held during the summer months featured 
Jeannie Ferber on her book, “Il am Able, | am Bound;” Marty 
Basch and his Continental Divide bike trip; “UFO Sightings in 
New Hampshire” by Peter Geremia; “The White Mountain 
Huts,” a NH Humanities Council program given by Allen Koop 
and sponsored by the Friends of the Library; “Long Distance 
Sled Dog Racing” by George Cook; “Thru-Hiking the 
Appalachian Trail” by Beverly Hugo; “Archeology under NH 
Waters,” a NH Humanities Council program presented by David 
Switzer; and “What Lies Beyond,” featuring the poems of Maren 
Tirabassi and Diana Durham and the stories of Rebecca Rule, 
sponsored by the NH State Council on the Arts. 

The Friends of the Library also sponsored a program by 
Deane Phillips in January and a NH Audubon Society program 
on owls in April. Their annual Book & Author Luncheon attract- 
ed an audience of 170 for authors Ann Cook, Barbara Delinsky, 
and Janet Evanovich. 

Programs for children are on-going all year, from pre-school 
storytime to Summer reading programs. This year a lapsit sto- 
rytime for two year olds was inaugurated and is quite popular. 
Storyteller Leslie Smith presented a special program in 
February, sponsored by a grant from the Nicole Jutras Fund of 
the Lakes Region Charitable Foundation. A six week babysit- 
ting course was held for youngsters in the spring. “Turn Off the 
Tube” week was held in April with special activities. 

The Summer Reading Program, sponsored by the Friends 
of the Library, attracted 188 children who read a total of 1,064 
books over a six-week period. Ninety contracts were returned, 
and these children were rewarded with the prize of a paperback 
book. 

The library now offers 4 library passes. The Crista 
McAuliffe Planetarium, The Science Center of New Hampshire, 
and The New Hampshire Farm Museum passes are sponsored 
by the Friends of the Library. A library pass to the Currier 
Gallery of Art is sponsored by the Governor Wentworth Arts 
Council. 

This was the year the library planned to move from a DOS- 
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based circulation system to a Windows-based one. Seven new 
computers were installed, but a small glitch prevented the 
library from switching over to this system by the end of the year. 
We look forward to changing over to this new system soon. 

Internet use at the library continues to grow. In 1999 there 
were 409 new people who signed up to use our internet com- 
puter, making a total of 977 registrations. 

Shut-in service is provided once a month by the staff. 
Volunteers read from the GRANITE STATE NEWS to provide 
audio tapes to the visually impaired. These free services are 
available by calling the library. 

During 1999 the library had approximately 15 volunteers 
who put in 450 hours of their time. These wonderful people 
shelved our periodicals, paperbacks, pamphlets, compact 
discs, and audiocassettes. They read the GRANITE STATE 
NEWS onto tapes which were then duplicated and sent out to 
those visually impaired. Some helped with storytime. We are 
thankful for all their help. 

Our full-time staff stayed the same this year. Barbara 
Widmer is our Children’s Librarian, Marilyn McBride is in charge 
of Interlibrary Loans, Joyce Davis sends out overdue notices, 
and Louise Gehman, Library Director.

The Wolfeboro Conservation Commission once again 
responded to the environmental concerns of the Town’s 
citizen's. 

The Commission field inspected seventy-five (75) Dredge & 
Fill Applications for the New Hampshire Wetlands Bureau and 
submitted its recommendations to assist the Bureau in making 
decisions. The applications were requests for docks, boat 
ramps, beaches, dug-in boathouses, culverts, repairs to exist- 
ing structures and dredging and filling of wetlands. Field 
inspections and reports when requested were prepared for the 
Planning Board, Town Planner and Code’s Officer. 

The members continue to attend seminars, classes and field 
trips to improve their knowledge and skills. Some members are ~ 
active in related associations. 

An evaluation of the damage caused by the severe ice storm 
in January of 1998 is continuing. The Brown Lot ( Tax Map 
#16-1) on Route 28 was cleaned up this year and the Town 
Forest around Beach Pond Road will be done this winter.
